When President Harding informed the Filipino mission 


lat the time has not yet come for the United States to re- 


^ squish control over the Philippines, he felt deeply the re- 
fponsibihty which is America's. The president's attitude can 
kot have been a great disappointment to the member^ of the 
^lisrton, who knew before they left on their quest that their 
feffoit must fail. 
» 
There have never been indications that it were wise for 


this country to surrender its charge of the islands,. Since Gen- 
erarWood's report was made, detailing at length why in his 
judgment independence for the Philippines is inadvisable now, 
there has not been the slightest indicatio'n that this country 
would change its attitude. 


The president, like the people, sincerely sympathizes with 


Filipino aspirations. 
If those people had no craving for in- 


dependence we should not esteem them as we do, for it 'would 
Be apparent that they were far form that state of development 
^n which they might be entrusted with control of their own 
a'ffairs. Progress they have made since the United States res- 
cued them from the degrading clutches of Spain. They have 
Been given training and proved themselves such apt pupils, 
that their domestic affairs are- under native management. 


President Harding told the mission the Filipinos would 


be "unfitted for the solemn duties of self-government without 
national aspirations," which is to say their present lack is a 
national consciousness moving thehi to think in terms of the 
common welfare in their relations with the outside woild. Thif 
will come in time, as the people are more accustomed to man- 
aging their domestic affairs and become conscious of the re 
sponoihihties whifh a. nation must assume. 


Very properly the president declined to indicate to the 


passion when he thought the Filipinos would ba equipped tc 
"go it alone." It depend:- on the Filipinos themselves when 
they shall become independent in every sense of the term 
Under American tutelage they will continue to make progress 
While America shoulders the expens-e and responsibility of then 
foreign relations and their defense their growing youth are 
$iven education, theoretical and practical, which should qualify 
them not many years in the future to undertake the duties oi 
ffoveinment for which it is this country's earnest aim to fit 
$hem.

The bloody disorders in the Herrin coal fields in Illinois 


is a manifestation of an ugly spirit that shocks the nation 
When forty or ttiore men perish in an industrial battle as 
barbarous and violent as lynching, burnings, drownings and 
shooting, it startles a country accustomed even to the whole- 
sale killings of a recent war.

When President Harding informed the Filipino mission 


lat the time has not yet come for the United States to re- 


^ squish control over the Philippines, he felt deeply the re- 
fponsibihty which is America's. The president's attitude can 
kot have been a great disappointment to the member^ of the 
^lisrton, who knew before they left on their quest that their 
feffoit must fail. 
» 
There have never been indications that it were wise for 


this country to surrender its charge of the islands,. Since Gen- 
erarWood's report was made, detailing at length why in his 
judgment independence for the Philippines is inadvisable now, 
there has not been the slightest indicatio'n that this country 
would change its attitude. 


The president, like the people, sincerely sympathizes with 


Filipino aspirations. 
If those people had no craving for in- 


dependence we should not esteem them as we do, for it 'would 
Be apparent that they were far form that state of development 
^n which they might be entrusted with control of their own 
a'ffairs. Progress they have made since the United States res- 
cued them from the degrading clutches of Spain. They have 
Been given training and proved themselves such apt pupils, 
that their domestic affairs are- under native management. 


President Harding told the mission the Filipinos would 


be "unfitted for the solemn duties of self-government without 
national aspirations," which is to say their present lack is a 
national consciousness moving thehi to think in terms of the 
common welfare in their relations with the outside woild. Thif 
will come in time, as the people are more accustomed to man- 
aging their domestic affairs and become conscious of the re 
sponoihihties whifh a. nation must assume. 


Very properly the president declined to indicate to the 


passion when he thought the Filipinos would ba equipped tc 
"go it alone." It depend:- on the Filipinos themselves when 
they shall become independent in every sense of the term 
Under American tutelage they will continue to make progress 
While America shoulders the expens-e and responsibility of then 
foreign relations and their defense their growing youth are 
$iven education, theoretical and practical, which should qualify 
them not many years in the future to undertake the duties oi 
ffoveinment for which it is this country's earnest aim to fit 
$hem.
